bound by these terms and conditions. 


1 This catalog contains the descrip- 
tion of property of multiple consignors (the 
“Consignors”), and may include consignments 
from Ira & Larry Goldberg Coins & Collect- 
ibles, Inc., its principals, and affiliated or relat- 
ed companies and their employees, officers, or 
principals. All persons seeking to bid, wheth- 
er in person, through an agent or employee, 
or by telephone, facsimile or mail, must have 
a catalogue and register to bid at the auction, 
either by completing a registration card or by 
completing the bid sheet incorporated into 
the catalogue. The Purchaser acknowledges 
that an invoice describing a lot by number in- 
corporates the catalogue by reference. 


2 By submitting a bid, whether in per-

THE CoPPER 1943 LINCOLN CENT 

Only 10 to 15 examples estimated to have survived according to PCGS Pop 
Report, if indeed that many. This extraordinary mint error is so famous because of course in 1943, all cents were supposed to be made of a 
low carbon steel with a thin zinc plating, making them appear white rather than red or brown as seen in previous years on bronze cents. As is 
typically the case in large manufacturing facilities like the Philadelphia Mint, planchets are transported in large steel tubs or tote bins which 
have the ability to be poured into the planchet hopper for the coining press. As these tote bins age the seams along the walls and base crack 
and separate allowing a few planchets to become lodged in the tote bins, and this scenario most likely accounts for the 10 or examples of 
bronze planchets (from 1942) that slipped into the production of 1943 steel cents. A handful of bronze 1942 style planchets must have been 
stuck in a cracked seam of a particular tote bin and when new steepl planchets were poured into the bin, these bronze blank planchets 
became dislodged and fell into the planchet hopper with all the other steel planchets, which were then struck by the 1943 cent dies and 
entered circulation. This visual error was first reported by a youth named Don Lutes, Jr., then aged 16 having received the odd coin in change 
at his school cafeteria. Other reports followed through the decades of similar 1943 bronze cents but no examples were publically auctioned 
until 1974. Countless forgeries have been produced by copper plating steel 1943 cents, but these forgeries remain magnetic and are fairly 
easy to authenticate. For generations of collectors, the hunt for a 1943 copper cent remained as one of the most frustrating pursuits as these 
were so rare that few collectors have even seen, let alone discovered or owned, this historic mint error.

The strike is sharp and the surfaces are pleasing to study as 
there are a minimal nicks on the devices or in the fields. The Mint' s assistant engraver, Anthony C. Pacquet was given the task of updating 
Longacre’ s master hub for the reverse of the double eagle. His concept left the central device intact but changed the style of lettering around 
the periphery of the reverse, employing taller and thinner letters for UNITED STATES OF AMERICA and TWENTY D. In making this change 
somehow the rim of the hub became much narrower as well, thus any struck coins would have their devices and fields more open to contact 
and wear without the usual thicker style rim. The Mint Director Snowden apparently noticed the narrow rim after initial Philadelphia produc- 
tion in early 1861 and on January 5, 1861 ordered the Philadelphia mintage of these Pacquet reverse coins to be melted. All but two appar- 
ently were melted and these survive in private hands today. Snowden telegraphed the San Francisco Mint and told them to use the old style 
Longacre dies left over from 1860 to continue coinage of the double eagle. However, at least two Pacquet reverse dies had been sent to the 
San Francisco Mint. No other Pacquet dies were sent to New Orleans, or if they were sent, no coins survive of this style. The "S" Mintmark is 
rather squeezed into the space below the eagle' s tail and nearly touches the tall letters below. 


For the San Francisco Pacquet reverse coins, only 19,250 were struck, and perhaps 200 or so exist today. Most of the known coins were dis- 
covered in gold hoards in European banks and these survived entirely at random. One example was recovered in the S.S. Republic shipwreck. 
Of those known today they reflect the usual statistics for a Type 1 double eagle, the majority fall into the VF or EF grade range with a smaller 
fraction seen as nice as About Uncirculated. No San Francisco Pacquet double eagles apparently survived in Mint State, while both known 
examples of the Philadelphia Pacquet reverse are Mint State, likely saved as a memento of this attempted design update. Pacquet remains 
known for his incredible die work making medals at the mint, and while his new style was not adopted because of the narrow rim, his elegant 
and tall lettering offers a bold glimpse into his artistic talent.
